Response to Arguments 

1. Claims 1-16 and 18-21 are pending. 

2. This action is in response to remarl<s filed on July 1 , 2004. 

3. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 is withdrawn; prior rejections remain. 
Examiner's arguments: 

4. Claim 1 states a plurality of servers. Mere multiplicity or duplication of servers in 
not novel. Whether there is a 1:1 mapping of server to algorithm or a 12:12 or a 12:1 
mapping is not novel as no new result exists. One server with a consolidated database 
of unique and separate algorithms is equivalent to 3 servers each dedicated to a 
specific algorithm. 

5. Claim 2 teaches program trading, whether for clients or "internally traded" (claim 
14). Whether the algorithm program strategy is for in-house use or on behalf of clients, 
no new function results because of this mere substitution of parties. Likewise, whether 
the client or his trustee or executor or in-house broker issues orders for a quantity of 
shares under an algorithmic program trading is not novel as no new outcome is created.
